"The Quiet Force" was a series aired on the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation from 
October 7, 1954 to March 31, 1955. The run consisted of 26 half-hour programs, pre- 
sented weekly on Thursdays. It was designed to acquaint children and teen-agers about 
the history and present-day work of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. J. Frank Willis 
produced the series; Alan King was the writer and narrator. The number of transcriptions 
in circulation is unknown. The entire series is on 16 inch discs in the General Radio 
Files of the National Archives of Canada, Ottawa, K1A ON3.
